We were heart sick as we learned the other day of events taking place 
in the state of Louisiana. We have been warning our members repeatedly 
of the dan-ers ahead and to organize and to seek massage legislation 
&8 soon as possible. As your National Sec-treas. we see and hear of 
things taking place all over the nation which spells disaster to all 
Masseurs and Massuses if they do not soon wake up from their smug 
complacency, get busy, and cooperate with each other, Yes, we are 
represented in eleven more states thah last year, but what can we expet 
to happen in all unorganized states without massage legislation? 
Just that is happening in Louisiana. 


Yes, Washington has a fine chapter, but are you as strong as you ought 
to be? The answer wenld hive te bent. The reagon is that too few in 
go large 8 chapter is doing 811 tho work 6f the ghapter and the rest 
arc satisficd t> ride along. Now folks be honest with yourselves, some 
of you will have to admit that you have not done all that you could have 
done in the interest of nassage legislation. Does it not make you feel 
just 2 little bit ashamed that so large a state with so many Masscurs 
and massuses docs not have a massage act? are your officers to blame? 
You may think so, but if you have contributed nothing in the way of 
personal service then you are to blame, not those who have tried to 

do their best. [f you think that they did not go about it the way you 
thought it ought to be done, then why were you not at the mecting to 
give some guidance in the matter? why do we make the above statement? 


We have a few letters out of the State of Washinzton complaining 

about the position taken by some of the officers, whether the offiecrs
